capital. One bomb shattered win- 
dows in the United States embassy. 
Over 400 bodies were recovered. 
Hundreds were wounded in a 
•cries of bombardments 
which 
•hook the city at intervals during 
16 hours. Casualty lists were in- 
complete. 
A bomb fell near the United 
States embassy in the ninth raid, 
which came at 1:50 p. m.—the 
third daylight assault. The build- 
ing was jarred and windows were 
blown in. Col. Stephen O. Fuqua, 
military attache, alone in the 
building, was shaken but not hurt.

Hospitals were still too busy 


caring for the wounded to issue 
•n official count of the dead but 
private sources estimated between 
50 and 60 died in the ninth rain of 
bombs.

Thousands of persons were on 
the streets when 
Generalissimo 
Franco's airmen struck for the 
ninth time. 
Most of the victims ware caught 
at the entrance of the subway sta- 
tion enroute to work. 
One bomb 
fell in the middle of the street, 
scattering shrapnel in their midst. 


Other, bomb* hit a new section 


Of the. city which includes many 
residential quarters. 
One ' missile struck the 
city's 
largest luxury hotel, housing many 
foreigners, but apparently 
none 
was hurt. 
The ballroom where 


many gay tea dances are held was 
demolished. 
At one hospital the A. P. corre- 


spondent saw bloodstreaked floors, 
and bloodsoaked stretchers. 
The wounded were brought in so 


fast that doctors and nurses were 
unable to care for them imme-

Says Fate Civilization Hinges 


on Halting International 


Lawlessness. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Speak 
ing to a world alarmed hy threats 
of war, Secretary of State Hull 
Thursday declared that the fate 
of international civilization may 
hinge upon success in bringing in- 
ternational lawlessness to a halt.

tion "to entertain any such notion 
as the use of American armed 
forces for policing the world."

Rarig, executive secretary of the 


Ramsey county welfare board at 
St. Paul, said that local communt- 
,ies had been unable to bear the 
cost of direct relief. 
Rarig testified WPA was pay- 


ing women from S60.50 to $71.50 
a month to keep house for relief 
'amihes while maids are hired by 
private employers for $5 to $6 a 
week, with room and board. 


The witness said this was an 


example of the "desperate efforts" 
of the WPA to attempt to provide 
employment for women. 


Expenditures in his county for 


direct relief in February, Rarig 
said, totaled $334,772 despite the 
fact WPA was employing "prac- 
tically every eligible person" under 
its rules, he continued, the local 
community was forced to provide 
direct relief in 7,708 cases.

Metal Tags. 


Purchase of an aluminum name- 


plate slot machine by the 
city 


caused some consternation until it 
became known that it is not the 
purpose to use it commercially. 
It can be tripped in such manner 
as to keep the slot silent. It 'f orm- 
erjy was used as a 5-10-15 cent 
machine at an Omaha amusement 
park. It is old~and rusty but serv- 
iceable and cost $50 whereas, ac- 
cording to Charles Saal, property 
man, a new one would set the mu- 
nicipality back $360 to J400. 
It is to be used exclusively for 
grinding out aluminum number 
plates to be attached to city equip- 
ment which is concerned in the 
current WPA inventory project. 
Director 
Berg estimates that a 
minimum of 25,000 plates will be 
required for this purpose at this 
time with the total perhaps run- 
ning much higher. 
Two rolls of 
metal came with the machine, 
enough to do the job. On basis of 
25,000 plates, the director figures, 
the cost will run one-fifth 
cent 
each. Before authorizing purchase 
of the machine he asked for quo- 
tations and found that plain metal 
plates would cost more than 1 cent 
each and that with numbers, the 
cost would be at least 3 cents 
each. Since the inventory is to be 
perpetual, the machine allegedly 


ll have future use. 
Each tag will carry department 
number, article number -and rela- 
tive number in the particular class. 
For instance, under this system, 
all chairs will carry department 
key numbers but also numerals

RAILROAD FARE LIMIT 


Would Postalize Passenger 


Rates, Dividing U. S. 


Into Zones. 


WASHINGTON. (UP).' Repre- 


sentative Lemke (r., N. D.), pre- 
sented a plan to place a ceiling of 
$5 on railroad passenger fares as 
President 
Roosevelt resumed a 


conference seeking a solution of 
economic and financial problems 
of the 26 billion dollar rail in- 
dustry. 
Lemke introduced his bill to 


"postalize" passenger rates as Mr. 
Roosevelt met with railroad, finan- 
cial and congressional leaders for 
the second time in a week. 
Lemke's bill which would divide 


the country into zones, similar to 
the system upon which the post- 
office department operates parcel 
post. Under his bill, the price of 
passenger transportation anywhere 
in the United States could not ex- 
ceed $5. 
Thus, Lemke said, passenger 


fare from New York to San Fran- 
cisco would be $5. Fare from New 
York to Chicago would be S3. 
L*mke said a tremendous rush of 
new passenger traffic which would 
result from such a system more 
than would offset the differential 
between the "postalized" rates and 
the present tariffs. 
Successful operation of the plan, 


Lemke said, eventually would lead 
to inclusion of freight rates, would 
equalize transportation thruout the 
country and stimulate travel thru 
"reduced passenger fares."

923 last year and 807 in 1936. Miss 
Martin attributed both increases 
to shorter working hours and the 
fact the federal government has 
"opened new prpgrams in public 
health nursing."

In fact In- 
telligent physicians have long rec- 
ognized that the systemic effects 
in such instances are due to In- 
halation of the iodin or the mer- 
cury which is volatilized by fric- 
tion and by the heat of the body. 
Eastern reader had lead poison- 
ing last summer. His doctor said 
he was poisoned by lead paint 
which he absorbed thru his hands 
and that had he worn gloves he 
would not have been poisoned. The 
patient, a painter by trade, says he 
had inhaled a good deal of dust 
while scraping old paint from 
houses preparatory to repainting. 
The physician in this instance is ir 
a sad minority. All authorities 
now agree that lead poisoning In 
industry is almost entirely from 
Inhalation of lead fumes or leatf 
dust—perhaps some of the dust if 


The labor board thus condone 
violence not only by failing t 
condemn the actions of the work 
ers who had attacked deputies an 
damaged company property, bu 
by insisting that a worker wh 
has sufficient provocation to com 
mit an illegal act while on 
strike is not in any different statl 
than the law abiding worker. I 
anything is calculated to encour- 
age what virtually amounts to a 
lynch law doctrine, it is this rul- 
ing of the labor board. The deci- 
sion says in part: 


"Some of the missiles thrown by 
the men were intended for the 
purpose of breaking the windows; 
others were undeniably aimed at 
the attacking deputies. While the 
equipment was damaged by this 
barrage, as well as by the depu- 
ties' bombs, there is no evidence 
that any malicious sabotage of 
equipment took place" 


From this it will, be inferred 
that a sitdown strike and acts of 
violence are all right if there is 
no "sabotage- of equipment" and 
that the breaking of windows on 
employers' property is also all 
right provided not too many of 
them are broken or too much 
damage is not done which could 
be construed as "malicious sabo- 
tage." 


This is a strange line of thought 
for the labor board to take since 
it is tantamount to condoning an 
incendiary who sets fire to a 
building and says: "What differ- 
ence does it make, only a few 
windows were broken—and be- 
sides it was all covered by insur-

Yet the 
English seem to have no fears and 
actually aid these counties in in- 
creasing their strength. 
England 


seems to feel that by giving Spain 
to Germany, a gift which it has 
no legal or moral right to bestow, 
It can curb the German appetite 
for colonies itnd keep Germany's 
grasping hands frcjm reaching out 
for something that now bears the 
British label. 


"To the charge that senate bill 
No. 3,331, for the reorganization 
of the executive department of the 
government, would, as it stands, 
convert the presidential office into 
a dictatorship, new deal senators 
thus far have replied only, 'The 
president can be trusted,' says the 
Chicago News. 
"It may yet be 
necessary to examine critically, in 
the light of the record, that blan- 
ket affirmation of faith. For the 
moment, however, it will suffice 
to underline the declaration of 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler, demo- 
crat from Montana, who told the

AS 
CIVILIZATION 
has 
ad- 


vanced more and more, hazards and 
dangers to life have appeared. We 
recognize the great mechanical and 
social advantages of electricity. 
But in a recent publication of an 
insurance company, it is pointed 
out that electricity was responsible 
in 1934 for more than 600 deaths 
in the United States. 


It is true that many of these fa- 


talities occurred among electrical 
linemen, electricians and workers 
engaged in installing high power 
machinery. Some were caused by 
elect! ic burns. Some involved high 
voltage exposure. Others occurred 
as a result of contact with the or- 
dinary household current. There is 
a universal belief that the low volt- 
age so commonly found in homes is 
not dangerous. The ordinary house- 
hold current of 100 to 110 volts'Is 
not in itself a dangerous current. 
But occasionally it- may be of suf- 
ficient intensity to cause severe 
damage to the heart and produce 
instant death. 


Many of these accidents could 


have been avoided. Too nfahy per- 
sons are careless about the han- 
dling of electrical appliances. It is 
customary to assume that electrical 
equipment is always in perfect or- 
der. But we must not overlook the 
fact that with constant use wires 
become frayed and damaged. Con- 
ditions result which are capable of 
producing short circuits, and these 
make the appliance dangerous an* 
prepare the way for electric shock. 


It is unwise to handle electrical 


equipment while the hands or other 
parts of the body are wet. A dry 
skin serves as a barrier against the 
electrical current. 
But a moist 


skin lowers this resistance- and a 
wet skin acts as an excellent con- 
ductor. 


Many deaths have been reported 


of 
persons 
who 
received fata] 


shocks in handling electrical ap- 
paratus, while in the bathtub 01 
before drying. I am glad to say 
that definite efforts are now being 
made to prevent these deaths. By 
emphasizing the danger, the public 
is coming to realize the importance 
of caution. 


Electrical appliances 
should be 


checked and serviced by licensee 
electricians. This practice will in- 
crease the life of the appliances anc 
prevent conditions favorat-'- to di- 
rect contacts with the current.
